Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  on  the  Health  Services 
and  Health  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1947. 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  which  I have  submitted  to  you 
and  I should,  first  of  all,  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  public  health  services  have  been  administered 
for  the  past  twenty-six  years  by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  W.  Ross 
Gardner. 

This  will  also  be  the  last  full  report  on  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  services  to  be  made  to  you,  owing  to  the  transfer  of 
the  functions  of  that  service  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  to  the  County 
Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

In  spite  of  the  Rural  District  Council  losing  these  functions 
there  are  still  many  matters  connected  with  the  public  health  of 
the  district  left  under  their  jurisdiction,  notably  that  in  connection 
with  the  provision  and  improvement  of  housing,  which  plays  no 
small  part  in  the  well-being  of  the  people. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  particulars  of  statistics  and  social 
conditions  of  the  area,  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the 
etimated  mid-year  population  from  that  of  1 946’s  figure  of 
46,280,  and  also  a corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  in- 
habited houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  from  that  of  the  previous 
year’s  number  of  11,743. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  births  registered  during  1947.  The 
birth  rate  for  the  year  under  review  being  23.86,  compared  with 
that  of  23.12  for  1946.  The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  above  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  a marked  decrease 
in  the  number  of  still  births,  there  only  having  been  18  for  1947, 
as  compared  with  39  for  1946,  and  33  for  1945. 
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Another  notable  improvement  is  that  there  has  been  no 
maternal  death  from  any  cause  during  the  period  under  review. 
In  1946,  4 occurred. 

Infantile  Mortality  continues  to  be  in  the  region  of  the  same 
figure  as  the  previous  year,  and  the  death  rate  from  all  causes  is 
still  considerably  under  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
There  has  been  no  death  from  diphtheria  during  1947,  compared 
with  2,  which  occurred  in  1946.  There  is  also  a decrease  in  the 
number  of  cancer  deaths  from  62  in  1946,  but  there  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease, 
whilst  premature  deaths  have  numbered  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases,  other  than  measles,  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  show  a decrease  from  that  of  1946.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  table  given  towards  the  end  of  this  report  that 
an  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  in  the  Rural  District,  principally 
during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  and  during  the 
year,  907  cases  of  this  disease  wore  notified  as  compared  with 
only  5 in  the  previous  year.  There  lias  been  a gratifying  decrease 
in  the  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria  during;  the  year 

x o 

under  review,  only  29  having  occurred  compared  with  73  in  1946. 
This  must  be  at  least  partially  due  to  the  immunisation  of  children 
which  had  been  carried  on  during  the  past  few  years  although,  as 
shown  by  the  number  of  children  who  are  known  to  have  received 
protective  treatment,  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement. 
It  is  important  that  propaganda  concerning  this  important 
protective  measure  should  be  carried  on  vigorously  throughout 
the  district  in  order  to  try  to  persuade  the  parents  of  all  children 
to  take  advantage  of  the  treatment  offered  free  of  charge  and  so 
ensure  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  to 
occur  in  this  Area. 

A decrease  is  also  evident  in  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary 
and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  has  been  discovered  during 
the  year,  and  this  decline  has  apparently  continued  over  the  past 
few  years  as  shown  hereunder  —

Scabies. — Cases  of  this  infestation  have  continued  to  be 
treated  at  the  Cleansing  Centre  in  Rotherham  Road,  Hems  worth, 
and,  as  was  expected  with  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the 
gradual  release  of  men  from  H.M.  Forces,  together  with  the 
return  of  evacuees  and  others  to  their  own  areas,  there  has  been 
a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  which  have  attended 
for  treatment  during  1947.

Laboratory  Services. —Specimens  of  milk,  water  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  and  throat  swabs  which  require  special 
examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wake- 
held.  Chemical  examination  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Analysts  at  Bradford. 

Ambulance  Services. — The  Council’s  ambulances,  namely  an 
Austin,  a Bedford,  an  Albion  and  a Daimler  sitting  case  car,  are 
housed  at  the  Depot,  South  Kirkby.  The  ambulances  have  been 
made  available  upon  calls  from  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
Hospital  Authorities,  Local  Authorities,  Police  Officers  and 
District  Welfare  Officers,  and  a total  mileage  of  53,300  was  covered 
by  the  ambulances  during  1947.  Patients  from  the  Rural  District 
are  conveyed  free  of  charge. 

Sanitary  Circumstances. 

The  Surveyor,  Waterworks  Manager  and  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  have  furnished  me  with  the  following  information 
regarding  the  water  supplies,  drainage  and  sewerage,  public 
cleansing,  etc. — 

Water. — Water  throughout  the  Rural  District  is  derived 
from  four  public  supplies,  namely,  the  Barnsley  and  Pontefract 
Corporations,  Nostell  Colliery  Co.,  and  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
Board.  In  addition,  there  are  a few  well  supplies. 

During  the  year,  50  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  of  these  7 were 
bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  and  6 of  doubtful  quality.  In 
addition,  36  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Dearne  Valley  Water 
Board  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  All  the 
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results  were  satisfactory.  In  those  cases  where  the  result  was 
unsatisfactory  or  doubtful,  steps  were  taken  to  remove  the  cause 
of  contamination.  No  reports  on  untreated  water  have  been 
obtained  from  any  of  the  suppliers. 

There  were  many  interruptions  in  supply  during  the  periods  of 
drought,  mostly  in  the  case  of  the  Barnsley  Corporation  supply, 
from  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  on  67 
occasions  during  the  year,  namely  15  periods  of  6 hours  each, 
49  12  hourly  periods  and  3 periods  of  the  whole  24  hours. 

As  far  as  can  be  estimated,  there  are  11,842  houses  on  public 
supply  and  102  houses  supplied  from  other  sources,  and  only  8 
houses  supplied  by  stand-pipes.  It  has  been  impossible  to  obtain 
any  information  for  the  Nos  tell  supply  so  the  above  figures  do  not 
include  the  area  supplied  from  that  source. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  in  the  supply  during  J 947 
other  than  the  servicing  of  new  houses. 

Swimming  Baths. — The  Public  Swimming  Bath  at  South 
Elmsall  was  kept  under  observation  during  the  year  and  the 
results  of  the  examination  of  the  samples  of  the  water  submitted 
to  the  laboratory  on  each  occasion  were  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  -The  following  extensions  have 
been  effected  during  the  year  : — 

One  9 in.  sewer  and  one  9 inch  surface  water  drain  to  12 
permanent  houses  and  14  Airey  Type  houses  at  Great  Houghton. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These  are  still  needed  in  the  parishes 
of  Ack  worth,  Badsworth,  Thorpe  Audlin,  Kirk  8 meat  on.  Little 
Smeaton,  Ryhill,  Walden  Stubbs,  Shafton  (Engine  Lane),  South 
Hiendley,  Nostell  and  Havercroft  (Monckton  area). 

A Consulting  Engineer  has  been  engaged  by  the  Council 
and  is  preparing  schemes  for  Ryhill  and  district,  Ackwortli, 
Badsworth,  Thorpe  Audlin  and  Smeaton.
